We have received an answer to our ap 
peal for information anent the fabulous 
ship rumored to have been commissioned 
some years ago. We appreciate the help 
but alas, we are even more disturbed to find 


that the ship may have been named neither 
the Elvira nor the Elmira but the Tuscarora. 
Cun anyone else help straighten us out? 

**Regarding your query on the Elvira or 
Elmira, undoubtedly you mean the Tusca 
rora; it was the only straw-bottomed ship 
built for the U. S. Navy. Your in 
formant exaggerates in saying that the ship 
had forty decks; there were only thirteen, 
though there was a mezzanine between the 
first and second decks.

My cruise on the Tuscarora was for only 
thirty-two months and though I had hardly 
enough time aboard to explore the ship, I 
shall be glad to give you a few details. The 
straw bottom was one of the unique features. 
It was tightly tamped to a depth of thirty 
feet, the first ten feet being saturated with 
varnish and creosote. The varnish kept the 
ship from taking in water and the creosote 
Was necessary to prevent the sea horses from 
nibbling holes in the keel. The other twenty 
feet of straw was used to forage the ship's 
dairy herd. 

Though the size of the Tuscarora has been 
greatly exaggerated, it was truly an immense 
craft. My brother shipped aboard her 
shortly after IT did, yet it was over a year 
before we met. Each deck had a telephone 
exchange, and ealls between decks had to 
be made through long The men

The speetacle is staged in a plaza de 
toro, a special arena with high fenees to 
protect the fans in the seats.

It all sounds pretty nasty but forty mil 
lion, or more, Spaniards, Mexicans, ete., 
can’t be wrong (or can they?).

We are indebted to Major George W, 
Mellenry and First Sergeant Frank R.

Leonard served under 
Major McHenry in China and in San Die 
go. The Major himself rooted out the 
story and Slim put it together for us to 
work on.

Af 
ter speaking wistfully on Leonard’s lovely 
home, his charming wife, his school of 
1,200 pupils and his explorations into the 
unknown, Slim says, and we quote, “Tt 
would seem to most of us, who are still 
struggling towards the 20 or 30 vears’ 
service that might end in such a paradise, 
that ex-corporal Leonard would be highly 
contented with his lot and would invest in 
a comfortable pair of house slippers and 
rest on his laurels, but not this Marine. 
\ppalled at the thought of living to a re- 
spectable old age among all the’ niceties 
of life, he is now engaged in the ques 
tionable pastime of bull-fighting. Now 
throwing the bull has been a pastime of 
Marines since they first sat round the fire 
in old ‘Tun-Tavern,’ and some of our bet 
ter mess sergeants have placed slightly 
warmed chunks of bull on the table for 
our hearty consumption, but to actually 
go after ‘Ferdinand’ on the hoof is some 
thing not covered by the Landing Force 
Manual (1927 or 1938),”

The Eastern Division Rifle and Pistol 
Matches: the Marine Corps Competitions, 
ind the Elliott Trophy Match began at 
Quantico on May 8, 1939, under the aegis 
of Major Jacolh Lienhard as executive 
oficer. Assisting Major Lienhard were 
four officers and twenty enlisted men from 
Quantico Post Troops, while the First Ma 
rine Brigade furnished the remaining 
thirty-eight officers and one hundred sixty 
one enlisted men needed to conduet the 
matches, 

First event of the matches was the East 
ern Division Rifle Competition, which was 
fired on the 9th and T1ith of May. One 
hundred thirty-one competitors took part 
in this match, 30 of whom were officers 
and 19 of whom were already distinguished 
marksmen and ineligible for the award 
of the three gold, six silver and eight 
bronze medals provided for this mateh. In 
these matches officers who are mot distin 
guished marksmen and who equal or better 
awarded the 
class of medal won by that seore. 

This mateh consist of a total of 120 
rounds, half of which are fired at the “A” 
target. Of these, twenty are rapid fire sit 
ting at 200 vards; twenty are slow fire 
standing at that range, and the remaining 
twenty are rapid fire at 300-yards. Twenty 
rounds are fired at six hundred yards at 
the “B” target, and the remaining forty 
rounds are saved for the trickiest of all 
ranges, the low vard,. Ilere the bull’s eve is 
36 inches in dinmeter, but to compensate 
or the size of the bull's-eye is the wind 
problem, especially acute at this range. 

With the possible score 600 points, Ser 
geant John E. Heath of Quantico Post 
Troops, won this match with a seore of 
571. First gold medal winner was Sgt. 
Robert Gq. Phelps of Newport with 567, 
followed by an oflicer contest, Marine Gun 
ner William A. Lee of the First Marine 
Brigade whose seore of 563 won a gold 
medal. Other gold medal

Bronze medals were divided 
among four contestants from the First 
Marine Brigade; two from New York Navy 
Yard; two from the Portsmouth Naval 
Prison Maurine Barracks; and one each 
from Guantanamo; Portsmouth, Virginia: 
and the Washington and Philadelphia 
Navy Yards. 

The winning score of 571 made by Sgt. 
Hleath was above average for this event. 
but failed to beat Sgt. Waldo A. Phin 
record-breaking 
for both divisional and Marine Corps rifle 
competitions. 1937 honors were won by 
Corp. Russel M. Catron with 570 while in 
1936 2d Lt. David S. MeDougal’s 568 car 
ried off first honors. 1935 high score wis 
550 made by Corp. Vernon J. Wyrick and 
1934 high man was Ist Lt. John D. Blan 
chard with a seore of 556. The winning of 
this event by Sgt. Heath gave Post Troops 
in Quantico their first victory in this 
event in the past five years, the Phila 
delphia Marines having won first honors 
once, and a First Marine Brigade shooter 
winning the remaining three times. 

Big day for Eastern Division pistol 
shooters was May 12th, when PFC Harold 
A. Barrett of Norfolk Navy Yard won the 
first gold medal with a score of 540, Con 
testunts from the First Marine Brigade: 
Annapolis and Pensacola won silver medals 
in this event and the five bronze medals 
went to contestants from Quantico Post 
Troops; the Fleet: the First Marine Bri 
gade and both the Washington Marine Bar 
racks and Navy Yard.

shots. The course fired in this event wis 
twenty shots slow fire at 50-yards; twenty 
shots timed fire at 25-yards and twenty 
shots rapid fire at 25-yards. All targets 
used are regulation pistol targets. 

With the completion of the Eastern Di 
vision Matches, the rifle and pistol events 
took on a more cosmopolitan flavor, when 
the shooters from the Southeast and West 
begun to display their wares. First such 
event was the Marine Corps Rifle Match. 
Fired over the same course as the Eastern 
Divisional Rifle Match, contestants in this 
match are limited to medal winners in the 
various divisional competitions, exeept that 
others who wish to do so were permitted 
to tire for score only. 138 shooters trooped 
to the firing lines for this event. Of this 
number 74 were shooting for score only, 
and 37 were distinguished marksmen, 27 
officers competed. First place in this event 
went to Sgt. Donald R. Rusk of Washing 
ton Navy Yard with a seore of 565 of a 
Both gold medals in this 
event went to East Coast competitors, PFC 
Theodore F. Wade and Pvt. Ralph C. Cox, 
with scores of 559 and 557, respectively.

This article will be a surprise to quite 2 
few of the oldtimers and to all the re 
eruits in the Marine Corps, for it coneerns 
the Marine Detachment aboard the USS 
J. FRED TALBOT (156), a destroyer in 
the Special Service Squadron. 

The Special Service Squadron consists of 
two gunbouts and two destroyers. Each 
one of these ships has a Marine Detach 
ment, and that is the reason for the state 
ment in the first paragraph of this article. 
These gunboats and destroyers spend from 
one year to eighteen months in the Tropies 
and then return to the States. 

In looking back over the old Muste 
Rolls of this Detachment I find that the 
tirst Marine Detachment on a Destroyer 
n the Speron was organized on the 15 
December, 1931, on board the USS 
WICKES ::t the Norfolk Navy Yard. This 
detachment was commanded by Ist Lieu 
tenant Lewis A. Hohn. The WICKES left 
Norfolk on the 22 December, 1931, and the 
home port from then until now has been 
Balboa, Canal Zone. The detachment has 
been changed successively from the 
WICKES to the HANNIBAL to the 
STURTEVANT to the JACOB JONES 1. 
the CLAXTON to the FAIRFAX to the 
TAYLOR to the DALLAS ani finally to 
the J. FRED TALBOT. 

In the last two months we have visited 
the following places: La Puerta De Aristo, 
Mexico, Puerto Armuelles, R. on the 
West Coast then back to Balboa, through 
the Panama Canal to Coatazaleualeos, Vern 
Cruz, Mexico, to Alvarado, Mexieo, and 
from here to Vera Cruz where we are 
moored at the present time. While here in 
Vera Cruz a week’s liberty was granted to 
Mexico City, and from what I hear the 
liberty is all that is to be desired. 

We go from here to Port Lobos, Mexieo, 
und then Dallas, Texas, for a two-day 
stay to refuel the ship before going back 
to the old grind in Balboa. 

Seeing the States will be quite a novelty 
for some of the men who have been aboard 
for : over two yvears and ean’t realize that 
they won't have to speak pidgin English 
when they get off the ship. 

Our detachment consists of one ofticer 


and thirty enlisted men. At the present 


time our commanding officer is Ist Lieu 
tenant W. H. Duplantis. His duties are 
3attery Officer, 4th 
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Battery, Patrol Officer in Port and in addi 
tion was CO, Speron Ritle Range Detach 
ment at Fort Claxton, Canal Zone, from 
27 January, 1939, to 11 Mareh, 1939. The 
men do regular seamen duty. They are all 
deckhands and handle the lines and boats, 
do splicing and rigging work in addition 
to their regular Marine Corps duty.

The night 
life doesn’t start in Mexieo City until 
ifter midnight so that explains why no 
NMInrines were on the streets until after 


ten in the Morning. The return trip was 
made during the day and the mount 

scenery was really worthwhile and mad 
the entire return journey a big: suecess,” 


We sailed from Vera Cruz on the tit 
teenth arriving at Tampico on the six 
teenth for a two dlay stop over. We rr 
ceived a royal welcome in this pert but 
were not there long enough to theroug!

The QUINCY left Norfolk, Va., Mare! 
20th and arrived in Guantanamo Bay, Cub; 
later in the week and all hands started 
painting ship. Word was reeeived that 
eight men were to leave Sunday to stay or 
the beach, seven to fire the range, and one 
“us mess cook. So Sunday morning cots, 
tents, pron isions were broken out, sea bags 
were packed and shooting blouses wer 
made ready for use. We left the ship in 
the afternoon, Sgt. R. A. MeKenzie in 
charge and onee ashore we began pitching 
camp with the TUSCALOOSA detachment. 
commanded by Captain Weller and Lt, 
Hienl. To most of us the two weeks spent 
there was something of a novelty as wel 
us very edueational, The mornings of th 
first week were spent snapping in under 
the supervision of two real riflemen, Gy. 
Sgt. Barnhill of the TUSCALOOSA ani 
lt. Sgt. Hennessy of the FRISCO; an 
the afternoons spent in extended order 
drills. The second week the shooting b+ 
gan. April 7th, after reeord firing, we 
broke camp and went baek to the ship.

revolutionary military inven- 
tion, or discoveries: discipline, gunpowder, 
and the airplane ‘and outlining the re- 
sults of the first two, the author states that 
the airplane has given to warfare the means 
of striking directly at the source and seat 
of an enemy power, i.e., the civilian popula 
tion, manufacturing and industrial centers, 
without first having to overthrow the armed 
forees protecting them. 

Elaborating on this basie theme, the au 
thor goes on to show that the airplane has 
heen and for that matter is being used by 
certain European nations as an instrument 
of **international blackmail.’’ In facet, the 
whole European situation is dealt with quite 
thoroughly and the author’s conclusions are 
logical and are borne out by what may be 
rend in the daily papers. 

The second part of the book deals with 
America’s Interest in Air Power.’’ Here 
the author considers the position of the 
United States in relation to air attack from 
any possible point and the best methods of 
defense. To attempt to sum up this part of 
the book in a few words is impossible, and 
it is equally hard to attempt to seleet pas 
sages at random for particular emphasis. It 
should be read and thoughtfully digested by 
every citizen who is at all interested in the 
future welfare of his country.

THE ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF THE MARINE CORPS INSTITUTE 


CONTINUED FROM LAST MONTH 


NE of the most singular developments 
O of the Quantico project was the Ma 
rine Welfare Employment Bureau, 
which endeavored to fit men to jobs which 
it heard of from a variety of sources, It 
served as an employment elearing house 
vhich worked two ways; it registered all 
men who wanted a job subsequent to dis 
charge, and corresponded with employers 
who wished to fill vacancies 
rhe Seeretary of the Navy and the Nava 
Affairs Committee of the House of Repre 
sentatives visited the Institute on Mareh 
120, and the visiting dignitaries were high 
v impressed by the conduet of the men 


They praised the suecess in the Marine Corps 


af i design of eduention fo officers and 
enlisted men alike M Daniels made ar 
mpassioned speech to the staff of the Ma 
rine Corps LTnstitute, assembled in the mess 
hall, stating that throughout his entire 
as Secretary oft the Naw he 
hoped for a sehool of this kind, and that 
he was delighted to see it Ile told of his 
unsuccessful efforts to  rentlize a simila 


swheme in the N ivy, ind said that the Ma 
rine Corps Lnstitute proved the practiealits 
of his ideas 

On Mareh 26, 1920, Marine ¢ orps Head 
quarters, because of the widespread interest 
in the [nstitute, issued an order that during 
the month of April reeruits would be per 
mitted to enlist for special duty in Quantico 
Where they could undergo instruction by the 
Marine Corps Institute. Of eourse, everyone 
had first to be given the preliminary reeruit 
training at Parris Island, South Carolina. 
but a neweomer could be assured of transfer 
to Quantico immediately following the re 
quired interim in Parris Island Reenlisted 
men of the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps 
were allowed to go directly to Quantico from 
any city in the United States. The facet 
that the 348 enlisted men enrolled consti 
tuted about fifteen per cent of the approxi 
mate five thousand stationed in Quantico at 
the time, perhaps explains why Marine Corps 
Headquarters made it possible for reeruits 
ambitious of edueation to enlist for duty ir 
Quantico 


additional knowledar 


A situation arose on May 11, 1520, whieh 
put the future of the Marine Corps Insti 
tute to a erucial test. On that date a Mexi 
can outbreak caused a battalion of Marines 

many of them able students in the Inst 
tute—-to be dispatched from Quantico ty 
Mexican waters to watch American interests 
All the students transferred to the exped 
tionary battalion requested that they be pe: 
mitted to continue their studies while o 
this duty. Accordingly, prompt and carefu 
arrangements were made which provided fo: 
the men to continue their schooling, and »; 
officer was designated to represent the |) 
stitute in the field. 

**The subject of supplies and equipment 
was also carefully gone into, and ... withir 
a few hours locker boxes filled with required 
textbooks, large supplies of pencils, pape: 
and instruments, were ready for shipment 
Each box was neatly and plainly marked 
S. Marine Corps Institute.” ‘Keep or 
Deck,’ by the Art Department force, and 
securely locked. In this manner the follow 
ing textbooks were shipped: Automobile, so 
textbooks complete; Drafting, 6; Bookkeep 
ing, 20; Spanish, 105, At the last minnt: 
most of our students enrolled in oth 
courses requested additional enrollment iy 
Spanish, so 75 additional complete sets ot 
textbooks and one Amberolo Phonograp! 
with complete set of Spanish instrumenta 
records were included in the shipment.** 

Che expedition to the coast of Mexico did 
net interrupt the study of the men assigned 


to this detail. Two weeks after the bat 
talion had departed from Quantico, lessor 
papers were received from them. TH 


LEATHERNECK reports: 

“The 16th Regiment of Marines, whiel 
left early this month on the U.S.S. HEN- 
DERSON for duty in Mexican waters, is 
keeping our examination department of 
the U. S. Marine Corps Institute busy 
these days. Examination papers are com 
ing in with every mail, the first installment 
of papers having been received last Tues 
day. The same mail also brought twelv: 
applications for enrollment and requisition 
for a supply of textbooks.” 

This evidence that expeditionary work 
does not break up the plan upon which our 
system of schools is founded, and does not 
necessarily interrupt our students in thei 
courses is very gratifying indeed. 

The first graduate of the Marine Corps 
Institute was Walter C. Erwin, an instrue 
tor in the School of Agriculture. Erwin 
submitted his final examination papers i 
the Livestock course on May 14, 1920, and 
therefore has the distinction of being the

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first student to complete an I. C. S. course 
in the Marine Corps Institute. THe LeEATH 
EKNECK says of him: 

‘*Corporal Erwin may well be proud of 
the honor of being the first Marine to gradu 
ate from the U. S. Marine Corps Institute. 
From the very beginning he stood at the 
head of his class, so much that he was ap 
pointed examiner-instructor in our schools. 
On account of his exeellent work on this 
duty, he was recently promoted from Pri 
ate to Corporal and is now undergoing 10 
days of special instruction in the IT. C. 8. at 
Seranton, Pa.*’ 

Soon after his return from Seranton, Cor 
poral Erwin was promoted to sergeant. But 
he accepted discharge from the Marine Corps 
before the end of the year in order to de 
vote his time to agriculture in Jefferson, 
Virginia. Here his training in the Institute 
served him a good stead until 1924, when 
the state of his health foreed him to relin 
quish general farming for the raising of 
poultry. In 1930 he had to give up poultry. 
Mr. Erwin remarks in a letter: 

‘*As to my association with the Institute, 
t will always have a cherished place in my 
memories. I enjoyed my association with 
the men and officers. General Butler was 
very interested in the school’s progress, as 
vell as the other officers who were instrue 

Captain A. J. Stout was the second gradu 
ite of the Institute. Principal of the Schoo! 
of Agriculture, Captain Stout completed the 
Livestock course in the school on May 17, 
120, 

On June 20, 1920, the appointment of 
Major General Lejeune to Commandant of 
the Marine Corps was announced. Ten days 
later he assumed his duties in Washington, 
naming Colonel Harllee director of the new 
established Education Division. 
Harllee’s departure from Quantico excited 
the staff of the Institute to reveal again 
that eolorful quality which has made the 
Marine Corps famous. As soon as the men 
discovered that the ‘*Grand Old Man’*” was 
to leave Quantico for Washington on the 
4:41 P. M. train, they decided to exemplify 
their esteem and devotion. Accordingly plans 
were made, and guard of honor was formed. 
Immediately after dinner, the guard of hon 
or, followed by the remainder of the men, 
marehed to the station.

George A. Harter stepped to the front, and 
speaking for the staff of the Marine Corps 
Institute, expressed their regrets for losing 
the Colonel, and pledged him on behalf of 
the men of the detachment, that the high 
standards installed by the Colonel would be 
maintained. Colonel Harllee responded, 
thanking the men, and it could readily be 
seen that he was deeply affected by the fare 
well demonstration ‘his boys’ gave him. As 
the Colonel boarded the train the detachment 
began eheering, and from a hundred throats 
the name ‘Harllee’ resounded throughout 
the entire eamp.*’

Captain George K. Shuler succeeded Col 
onel Harllee as Director of the Marine Corps 
Institute. He had been identified with the 
Institute sinee its inception, and had main 
tained a deep interest in the work through 
all the difficulties of its early development, 
and was by education, ability, and tempera 
ment well fitted for the work. But, neverthe 
less, the Institute, without the guiding pres 
ence of Colonel Harllee, floundered. The 
number of stations served by the Marine 
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Corps Institute at the time was favorable, 
but an insufficient number of students was 
enrolled at each place. Consequently, on 
July 16, 1920, Colonel Harllee, in company 
with Lieutenant Edward A. Platt and Ser 
geants Robert S. Sparks, George Harter, and 


Ellyn C. Rowe, began a tour of sundry Ma 

rine Corps posts for the purpose of furnish 

ing information about the Marine Corps 

Institute, and exciting interest in its work.
